The Great Cartoonist a Victim 
of Yellow Fever. 


HE DIED IN GUAYAg illL 


Was Co n‘« ul General, Hut Best Kno wn 
to the Amei ieau Public As 
An Artist. 


G uayac l ui l 
, Ecuador, Dec S.— 
Consul General Thomas Nast died 
Sunday at noon, after three days’ 
illness from yellow fev er. 
He was interred at 5 o’clock 
last afternoon. 
The funeral was 
attended by the g ov ernor, the con­ 
sulate corps, the American colony 
and by many friends. 
The ccfiin was wrapped in the 
Stars and Stripes. 
The British 
comul recited a prayer in the ceme­ 
tery. 
The death of Mr. Nast is 
deeply lamented by the nativ es, 
who held him in hig h esteem. 


N A S T S F A R E W E L L . 


N e w 
Y or k , Dec. 8 .—Thomas 
Nast was appointed consul g eneral 
at Quuyaq uil this year, leav ing 
New York for his post July i. He 
was born in Landau, Bav aria, Sep- 
lember 27 , 18 40, and came with 
his parents to the United States 
six years later 
As a caricaturist 
and cartoonist he became famous. 
Prophetic as in the old days, 
when his pencil heralded the down­ 
fall ot “ Boss” Tweed and his 
henchmen, was the cartoon of him­ 
self that Thomas Nast executed on 
May 17, shortly before his de­ 
parture for Ecuador to assume the 
duties of the post to which he had 
just been appointed. 
Mr Nast pictured himself as ar­ 
riv ing on the red-hot line of the 
eq uator, 
g reeted by the yellow 
jack. 
The scourg e of the tropics 
assumed the form of a skeleton

When Fraternal Order Mem­ 
bers Orow Old. 


Fraternal o rders are fo llo wing 
with g reat iiiterest the effo its o f 
Jo hn Su lliv an, natio nal lectu rer fo r 
the Mo dern Wo o dmen o f America, 
to effect a chang e in the insu rance 
plan o f tkat o rder. 
In a speech recently made in St. 
Lo u is, say s the Repu blic, Mr. Su l­ 
liv an po inted o u t the g rav e dang er 
which he stated menaced the fu tu re 
♦f the o rder if its present sy stem of 
insu rance were 
co ntinu ed. 
He 
warmly adv o cated that either the 
“ step” o r “ lev el” plan o f insu r­ 
ance as indo rsed by the Fraternal 
Co ng ress be ado pted witho u t delay . 
In su bstantiatio n o f his state­ 
ment, 
Mr. 
Su lliv an 
pro du ced 
statistics. 
The Mo dern Wo o dmen o f Amer­ 
ica was o rg anized in 1893 with a 
co mparativ ely small membership o f 
8 8 ,2 2 3; 
no w has a membership 
o f abo u t 6 21,7 00. 
The insu rance plan ado pted by 
this o rder is fo r the pay ment of 
mo nthly du es acco rding to a table 
o f death ex pectancy . 
The amo u nt 
o f these du es is fix ed at the rate of 
the ag e o n which the member en­ 
ters the o rder, with a v ery g radu al 
and small increase as he g ets o lder. 
If a member takes o u t $1,000 wo rth 
o f insu rance at 18 y ears o f ag e he 
will hav e to pay 4 0 cents a mo nth. 
If he takes o u t the same amo u nt at 
4 0 y ears his mo nthly du es will 
amo u nt to 5 0 cents. 
In case there 
are death claims to 
be paid in 
ex cess o f the amo u nt paid in the 
member is liable fo r an assessment 
to make u p the deficit. 
Mr. Su lliv an said that while the 
co st o t maintaining the risk o n a 
member who jo ins at the ag e o f 18 
is o nly 34 cents, which is o ffset by 
the 4 0 cents which ke has paid in, 
in co u rse o f time the co st o f main­ 
taining the risk is far in ex cess o f 
the amo u nt o f du es and that the 
co st o f maintaining the risk of 
members 6 2 y ears o ld is $1.6 5 a 
mo nth g reater than their du es. 
He states, with W . H. No rtkco tt, 
head co nsu l o f the o rder, who is 
also striv ing fo r a readju stment o f 
the insu rance plan, that the in­ 
crease o f the co st o f the risk o v er 
the amo u nt o f the du es beg ins at 
the fo rty -eig hth y ear and is ex actly 
ev en at the preceding y ear. 
Fro m tables sho wn by Mr. No rth- 
co tt and Mr. Su lliv an it appears 
that if a member liv es u ntil he is 
7 0 y ears o ld he is co sting the so ­ 
ciety $9.4 0 a mo nth to maintain 
his risk, while his du es o nly amo u nt 
to 5 5 cents per mo nth. 
Arg u ing o n these and o ther sta­ 
tistics Mr. Su lliv an po ints o u t that 
it is o nly a q u estio n o f time when

that the chang e will be effected, as 
it will hav e to be decided by a v o te 
o f all the members o f the o rder, 
many o f who m canno t be co nv inced 
that there is a po ssibility o f a 
chang e in the present pro spero u s 
co nditio ns o f tke o rder, and will 
no t ag ree in co nseq u ence to pay 
ing an additio nal amo u nt o n their 
insu rance. 
W m . H. Miller, g rand master o f 
the A. O, U. W ., stated that his 
o rder had the same tro u ble so me 
y ears ag o , and had ado pted o ne of 
the plans adv o cated by Mr. Su lli 
v an, which is kno wn as the “ step 
plan. 
By this sy stem a g radu al increase 
in the pay ment o f premiu ms is re­ 
q u ired each y ear u p to fifty -fiv e 
y ears. 
After that the premiu ms 
remain the same. A po rtio n o f the 
mo nthly assessment o r premiu m is 
tu rned o v er to what is kno wn as 
the su preme g rand lo dg e g u arantee 
fu nd, o u t o f which is paid the 
deficit which may o ccu r fro m an 
u nu su al amo u nt o f death claims.

Jere Haldeman, grand secretaey 
of tke Royal Arcanum, when asked

to g iv e an ex pressio n o n the best 
metho d o f fraterntil insu rance, said : 
“ There are many plans, bu t the 
larg e majo rity o f the o rders hav e 
ado pted o ne o f the two metho ds 
reco mmended 
by the 
Fraternal 
Co ng ress. 
“ Of co u rse, we chang e so me o f 
these pliins to su it o u r o rder, bu t 
the fu ndamental principles remain 
tlie same. 
“ One thing is certain, the carry ­ 
ing of a risk o n a hu man life co sts 
a certain rig id amo u nt and is su b­ 
ject to u nalterable laws : 
“ Vario u s plans hav e been dev ised 
to carry these risks at the smallest 
po ssible co st to the insu red and the 
o rder; small pay ments co v ering a 
lo ng perio d, o r larg e pay ments 
co v ering a sho rt perio d, bu t either 
way , the o rder mu st receiv e do llar 
fo r do llar what it pay s o u t in death 
claims. 
“ Of co u rse, a member may die 
lo ng befo re his po licy has been paid 
u p in premiu ms, bu t the o thers who 
liv e lo ng er than the perio d o f their 
life ex pectancy will make this u p 
if the bu siness is co ndu cted o n 
pro per calcu latio n as to life ex ­ 
pectancy . 
^^“ W hat is kno wn as impaired 
risks alway s manag e to keep u p 
their du es, while g o o d risks arc 
liable to chang e.” 
Wm. H. Hu g hes, special repre­ 
sentativ e of the Wo o dmen o f the 
Wo rld, stated that his o rder had 
ado pted the lev el plan. 
“ The new o rders,” said Mr. 
Hu g hes, “ sho u ld pro fit by the ex ­ 
perience o f many o f the o ld o rders 
who started o n a plan o f a small 
assessment a mo nth and pro spered 
u ntil their members g rew o ld and 
the death rate increased so rapidly 
that the y o u ng er members were 
co nstantly assessed to make u p the 
claims. 
This 
resu lted 
in 
the 
y o u ng er members withdrawing . 
The o rder o f the Maccabees of 
the Wo rld u se the lev el plan, re­ 
taining a certain per cent of the 
premiu ms fo r an emerg ency fu nd. 
When this fu nd g ro ws bey o nd a 
certain amo u nt the co llectio n of 
premiu ms is sto pped 
u ntil the 
emerg ency fu nd has warrants issu ed 
ag ainst it fo r amo u nts materially 
decreasing its size. 
R. 
P. 
Anderso n, g rand co m­ 
mander o f the Maccabees, stated 
that the step and lev el plans were 
abo u t the o nly way in which a 
fraternal o rder co u ld make a ma­ 
terial su ccess. 
“ Of the eig hty -fiv e fraternal o r­ 
ders which sent representativ es to 
the Fraternal co ng ress a few y ears 
6 5 per cent ado pted o ne of 
the insu rance plans reco mmended 
by the co ng ress,” said Mr. Ander­ 
so n.

N e w Y o r k , Dec. 8.— Plans for 
a gigantic coal trust, which will be 
capitalized at about $400,000,000, 
are being arranged here. 
It is the purpose of the coal- 
carrying roads to absorb all the 
independent coal mines and r e m o v e 
them from the field of c o m p e t i t i o D 
forever. 
This w ill give the coal roads, of 
whiah J. Pierpont Morgan is the 
head, an absolute monopoly of an­ 
thracite production. 
It is estimated that the cost of 
purchasing the independent col­ 
lieries w ill be 
something in the 
neighborhood of $150,000,000. 
It 
would also eliminate the independ­ 
ent operators in the peace-making, 
now in progress between the coal 
miners and the operators. 
A feature which would be a por­ 
tion of the plan would be a saving 
by dispensing with 
the 
middle­ 
men. 
W ith the entire anthracite 
field in the hands of the big com­ 
panies they, acting for mutual in­ 
terest, could save by 
dispensing 
with the middlemen about $25, 
OCX),000 a year, it being cstima.ted 
that the services of these people 
cost the companies close to 50 cents 
a ton, and there are more than 50,- 
000,000 tons mined annually. 
Speaking of the absorption plan, 
one of the big operators said : 
*‘ 
No definite plans have, so far 
as I understand it, been formed, as 
yet. 
The operators are too busy 
with the hearings before the com­ 
mission.
